Claims 1, 2, and 5-14, remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nakajima et al. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 03-21-03, and as stated 

below. 

Applicant argues that Nakajima et al fails to disclose a single poly silicon line in the core 
area and a single polysilicon lines in a peripheral area, that separate regions are not equivalent 
and cannot be considered as one, depositing a first oxide layer over at least two adjacent 
polysilicon lines in each of a core area and a periphery area, and implanting an area located 
between at least two adjacent polysilicon lines in the core area, the core area retaining an amount 
of the second oxide between the adjacent polysilicon lines while the periphery area is deplete of 
the second oxide between its adjacent polysilicon lines. However, Nakajima et al depicts only 
one transistor in each region for the sake of simplicity and it refers to only one memory cell 
transistor repeatedly, also as an example, even though plural memory cells with their associated 
peripheral transistor are disclosed (Column 1).
